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On  October  9,  1 933  the  student  body  of  ttie  Bioomsburs  State  Teachers  CoUeste 
voted  nearly  unanimously  in  fa^/or  of  adopting  the  husky  as  the  schools  first  official 
mascot.  Proposed  by  art  professor  (and  as/id  husky  trainer  J  Ceorste  J.  Keller  as  the 
ideal  mascot  because  of  its  noble  Qualities.  An  actual  husky  was  donated  by  Keller 
and  made  his  first  appearance  at  a  Pep  rally  on  October  1 3. 

Named  Roonso  after  a  combination  of  maroon  and  sold,  our  first  mascot  proudly 
sensed  in  his  role,  sportins  a  blanket  adorned  in  the  schools  colors. 

A  total  of  five  doss  served  in  the  role  of  official  mascot  from  1 933  until  1 958,  three 
of  them  with  the  name  of  Roonso.  It  was  eventually  decided  that  the  cost  of  keepins 
an  actual  doe  was  too  sreat,  but  since  the  sct]ool  still  needed  an  actual 
representation  of  the  mascot  to  promote  spirit  at  athletic  events  a  costume  was 
designed  in  1 979  for  a  student  to  personify  the  husky. 

Five  costumes  ha^/e  been  used  since  that  time,  the  latest  debuting  in  2005. 
Originally  known  only  as  the  husky,  he  now  once  asain  soes  by  his  historic  name  of 
Roonso.

He  was  an  all-conference 
pick  at  West  Chester  and  was  the  team's  MVP  in  the  1 967  State 
Championship  game.  He  is  a  member  of  the  West  Chester  Football 
Hall  of  Fame  and  the  Delaware  County  Chapter  of  the  PA  Sports  Hall 
of  Fame.  He  was  signed  with  the  Pottstown  Firebirds  (1968),  the  semi 
professional  farm  club  of  the  Philadelphia  Eagles,  before  entering  the 
Marine  Corps  where  he  played  middle  linebacker  for  the  Quantico 
Marines.  Following  a  three-year  stint,  he  was  honorably  discharged  as 
a  first  lieutenant  in  1972.

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A  true  NCAA  coaching  legend,  Jan  was  in  lier  33rd  and  final  season  as 
a  coach  at  Bloomsburg  University  for  the  2009-  2010  year.  She  has 
run  a  program  that  has  won  16  national  championships  and  17 
conference  titles  in  the  past  29  years.  She  is  also  one  of  the  top 
college  coaches  (based  on  winning  percentage)  in  any  division  with 
1 ,734  combined  wins  between  field  hockey  and  softball. 

She  has  the  most  wins  as  a  coach  in  NCAA  field  hockey  history  and  is 
the  only  coach  with  over  500  victories.  She  has  been  honored  with 
induction  into  the  National  Field  Hockey  Coaches  Association  Hall  of 
Fame.

Prior 
to  Bloomsburg,  she  initiated  the  women's  physical  education  program 
at  Blair  Academy  and  served  as  the  head  coach  for  field  hockey, 
basketball  and  softball.  She  has  also  been  inducted  into  the  Newton 
High  School  and  Sussex  County  (NJ)  Halls  of  Fame.
